SUNEORTONATE. ACCIDENT. IN’ THE SUEZ CANAL. . 

The P. and O, steamer Nile from London 
has aa unfortunate boat accident to*relate in 
which Quartermaster J. W. Heath lost’ his 
life in’ the Suez Canal, 

According to:the log, at about 4.30 p.m. on 
December: 29 four. able seamen got into the 
ship’s jolly-boat to make. the ship fast in the 
siding. While the. ship still had a: slight 
way on, before unhooking the slings, the 
boat gave a sudden sheer from, ‘the ship’s 
side owing to Heath, who was in the stern, 
putting helm to port, and s0 turning the 
boat on its side. The crane wire, ran out to 
its full length and, brought the boat alongside 
the ship's side. The-pressure of the water 
caused the forward hook. of the boat to 
straighten. out, and, ‘the. stern post ‘to carry 
away resulting in the boat eing completely 
turned over. “Three of the .scamen’ jumped 


clear as the boat’ turned over, but Heath, B 


who was in the stern clinging to the sling, 
was flung against the ship’s side and most 
‘probably stunned as he was never seen to’ 
tise, The other three seamen righted the 
oat and were picked up by a.dredger.’ A 
long search was'mada for the missing man,” 
but no. trace of him could be found. The 
ship was stopped at the time of the accident 
and everything possible done, four life-buoys 
being. thrown over for. the men and. another: 
boat lowered, but, on the Canal dredger 
being secn to attend to, the men, the boat 
was then used for mooring ‘the ship.
